Gxtracts from Aew Books. 


REINDEER-HUNTING. 
From “ Wild Life on the Fields of Norway,” by Francis M. Wyndham. 


A very rough scramble of about two thousand feet brought us to the 
summit of the precipice overhanging the lake; and, as we emerged from 
the gully which had hitherto precluded all view, a splendid panorama 
opened upon us. At our feet lay the sea-green lake of Gjendin, hemmed 
in by frowning walls of perpendicular rock. It waters were traversed 
by none but the boats of the fisherman, the reindeer hunter, or the moun- 
tain shepherd. Above the opposite precipice of the lake, the ground, 
from the distance and large scale of the scenery, seeming to be smooth 
and gently undulating, was apparently clothed with a rich, unbroken 
carpet of reindeer-moss; but in reality it was as rugged and barren as 
the rocks on which we were standing. Often did 1 gaze attentively 
upon the peculiar coloring of the reindeer-moss, endeavoring to decide 
| what the color was; but so exquisitely are the tints blended, that it was 
impossible to arrive at the conclusion of whether it were green or yellow. 
Here and there among the rocks the glassy surface of a mountain tarn 
threw back the brilliant rays of a beaming sun. Beyond this again the 
| mountains began to lift their giant forms, and large fields of snow and 

ice covered the more level rocks; and in some parts the glaciers extended 

in wide expanse out of the very highest parts of the mountains. Ont of 

the glaciers shot sharp and jagged peaks, which, stretching in a wide 

curve from north to west, stood out in dark contrast to the white fields 
| of snow and ice, and the clear transparency of the azure sky. But time 
| would not permit us to linger, and we pushed on over the barren rocks, 
| straining our eyes, as we proceeded, in search of reindeer. Yet, stop!— 
} 


what are those dark forms up yonder against the clear sky? Reindeer! 
—those * antlered monarchs of the waste,” a glimpse of which among 
their native wilds had so long been the object of my ambition. Four in 
all, upon a ridge of rock about half a mile distant, they stood quietly 
cropping the scanty grass. Sinking slowly down to elude observation, 
we surveyed the ground before us, and consulted as to the way in which 
we should stalk the deer. The extreme stillness of the air was our dif- 
ficulty,—not & breath could be felt, a blade of grass held up to be swayed 
by the breeze remained immovable. To discover the direction of the 
| wind was impossible; and, deciding to stalk as the ground best favored 
| us, we began to move slowly and cautiously towards the deer. Watching 

all their movements, our eyes remained fixed upon them—-now they raise 
| their heads and look around—stop! not a muscle must move—again they

commence feeding, and once more we creep cautiously on. The ground 
rising steadily and being much broken, there was no difficulty in con- 
cealing ourselves from view. We had already approached to within 800 
yards, but now we could see only one reindeer; but the cthers might 
| have moved and become hidden by intervening rocks, and we doubted 
not but that they were still there The ground now rose rapidly, and 
| we found that, by making a slight circuit, we should be able to arrive 
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within « short distance of the deer. Silently and cautiously we crept 
along, in inomentary dread of a loose stone rolling from under our feet 
and alarming the deer by the clatter. At length the critical moment 
arrived—the desired spot was reached—and breathless with excitement, 
vur rifles ready in our hands, we slowly raised our heads above the rocks. 
But the reindeer ?—they are gone—the bare rocks are as desolate and 
devoid of life as ever. Was it possible that we could have seen four 
reindeer standing on that very spot? or, wasit adream? All is silence! 
all is desolate! nothing but barren gray rocks and sparkling snow greet 
the eye as it wanders anxiously around. Oan any living creature exist 
on such a dreary tract? But no—it was not a dream; for there were 
fresl: tracks upon the scanty moss, and stalks of the reindeer-plant 
(Ranunculus glacialis) had just been nipped of their flowers. The rocks, 
the snow, the glacier which lay within half a mile, were surveyed ; but, 
alas, in vain, nothing living could be seen. On gaining the spot where 
the deer had stood, a fresh breeze blew in our faces, only serving to in- 
crease the mystery. But avery short experience of deer-stalking among 
such lofty mountains convinces one of the extraordinary changes of di- 
rection to which the wind is liable. A moment before it had possibly 
blown in exactly the contrary direction, thereby giving “the wind” of 
us to the deer, which would be quite sufficient to put them to rapid 
flight. So completely hidden from their sight had we been, that thus 
only could we account for their sudden disappearance. No footmarks 


could be left on the hard and barren rocks, and we could gain no clue as 
to the direction the deer had taken. 


SUPERSTITIONS, OF IRELAND. 
From “ Die Harfe von Erin, Marchen und Dichtung in Irland,” von Julius 
Rodenberg. 


In a previous work I have shown how in Ireland faith and fable 
nestle beneath the same roof—on the wall is the picture of the Saint, 
the horseshoe on the threshold: below the roof the cross, above it the 
bunch of leeks. During my tour in Ireland | had the good fortune to 
make the acquaintance of a peasant girl of the name of Bridget, better 
known as the “ Myrtle of Killarney.” In her mind were most strangely 
commingled the deepest fear of God and the most unswerving faith in 
the existence and proximity of fairies. She was once quite unhappy at 
finding a pin, the head of which was turned toward her. “I should 
have liked it better if I had found a crooked and bent pin,” she said, 
“for that would have brought me good luck.” Seeing two, four, six 
rooks, she regarded as a lucky omen: one, three, five, ete., foreboded 
evil. Meeting a red-haired woman early one morning, rendered her 
wretched for the whole day. In the same way I found the most con- 
scientious faith combined with the coarsest superstition through all the 
south and west of Ireland. Thus I remember that Biddy, the chamber- 
maid at the Tore-view Hotel at Killarney, broke a small shaving-glass | 
carried in my dressing-case. 
that?” I begged her to be at rest, the glass was wortl: nothing, and I 
could easily procure another. But she went on, “Oh, ob, breaking a 
looking-glass is the sign of a great misfortune.” The slightest accident, 
as, for instance, when any one falls, or stumbles, or even sneezes, is as- 
cribed to the influence of the fairies, who are supposed to be close by at 
the moment. Hence it is considered as well to cross oneself and mutter 
a prayer, and it is not only very unpolite, but even dangerons, if those 
— do not say, “God bless you! ” or ““God between you and all 
arm.” Expectoration is one of the most popular and effective means 
against the fairies, the evil eye, and every sort of witcheraft. But, even 
more! there is not an illness, a death, a bad harvest, storm or whirlwind, 
which is not the handiwork of the fairies. I found this belief in the in- 
fluence of the fairies on life and death most deeply rooted in the far 
West. Hardly any one can die there of whom it is not believed that 
the fairies have fetched him, and he is living in their kingdom. At- 
tempts, indeed, are frequently made to liberate him. Nor are there 
wanting instances of superstition and barbarity going hand in hand. | 
was told that some ten years ago a man residing near Killarney roasted 
his child to death, because he faucied it a fairy. The unhappy man was 
not tried, but placed in a lunatic asylum. In 1849, at Oran, in county 
Roscommon, a child was exhumed, and its arms cut off, to employ in an 
incantation: and about the same time a man was transported for ten 
years, for extorting money from a well-to-do family at Longford, by 
making them believe he was their father, long supposed dead, but who 
was living among the fairies, and had the power of returning to the earth 
from time to time to visit his friends.

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vail, is closely akin to that used in the territory of Germanic fairy belief, 
They are called there generally “the good people,” a title which is of 
great antiquity in Germany. The demons who daily perform a part of 
the toil and attend to the cattle are called, because they are, or seem to 
be, kind to man, “Giatel” (G. Agricola, De re metall.), The most fre- 
quent German appellation is “ Gutgesellen, gute Holden ;” in the Neth- 
erlands they are called “ goede kind; ” and in England * good fellows 
In Ireland, the fairies are christened “the good people,” ‘the gentry, 
or, more frequently still, “the gentlemen.” In the old heroic Irish bal- 
lads we also come across the title ** Ladies of the Hills.” While in Ger- 
many the chief stress is laid on the “good,” Celtic politeness indicates 
beauty, pleasantness and smallness conveyed in the idea. Thus, in Wales, 
they are called Tylwyth Tég, the handsome family, and especially dynor 
bach tég, the little fairy folk; in the Highlands, daoine beaga, the litt 
people; in the south of Ireland, boghelin, or little boys; and in tl 
north, bea-folk, or little folk. Still, the Germanic, or more ethical ex- 
pression, has also found its way into the Irish fairy-lore; in the nationa 
Irish districts the “ good people” are still spoken of as “* dhaoine math,’ 
and the trace can also be found in the Highland “ shitich,” promoter of 
peace, and “ dhaoine shith,” the peaceful folk. 


Piterary Intelligence. 






Tue Enoutsu Parer Dury.—Our readers probably experienced a feeling of 
relief from the announcement that the almost interminable question of Paper 
Duty Repeal is at length brought to what is virtually a final settlement. The 
fact is one upon which we may congratulate both those who were for and 


those who were against the repeal ; for of the mischievous and embarrassing 
effect of a change affecting the prospective price of the raw material of every 
kind of literary publication being continually pending, no one doubts. Al 
though the advocates of the change have not been free from the exaggera- 
tions of partisans, it is possible that the publishing trade may receive some 
impetus—if not from the reduction of the duty, at least from the fact that the 
matter is really settled. That the trade had little interest in the abolition of 
the paper duty, we have always maintained, and no better proof could per- 
haps be given than the fact that almost the only publisher (if we except 
Members of Parliament, who are necessarily political men) who has busied 
himself in the matter, has been loud in objections to the proposed change. 
Every young gentleman who is qualified for passing a Civil Service exami 
ation, has acquired enough of Adam Smith and Mr. Mill to know that taxes 
on production rest wholly on the purchaser; and that consequently he alon 
is affected by a change—the observation that the penny journal or news- 
paper cannot be cheapened, being only a repetition of the old puzzle of 
the penny loaf, which is still sold at a penny under all fluctuations 
of the corn market and the tariff. We should be glad to be abl 
to congratulate the trade upon being about to put in their pockets th 
whole £1,200,000 per annum which Mr. Gladstone remits; but avy 
such hope would, we are afraid, prove delusory. Whether the 
of paper will fall in October to any considerable extent, is a ques 
tion of some interest. We are inclined to think that it will, and that it 
must speedily reach a price lower than the present rates by the full amount 
of the duty at least, which is now three halfpence a pound and 5 per cent. 
additional. Our reasons are these. The objection raised that our supply of 
rags being only a given quantity, the increased demand which would follow 
the abolition of the duty could only raise the price of rags till all the duty 
was absorbed, would be perfectly true if we were dependent solely upon 
English supplies. The fact, however, that the import duty is also abolished 
must always keep in check any such rise, because paper will of course bé 
brought from abroad whenever even a prospect of a rise in our market gives 
a probability of increased advantage. The paper markets of the whole world 
in fact being open to us, those who expect such a rise must expect that the 
increased demand in England would have the power to permanently raise the 
price of the paper nearly two-pence a pound all over the world, which is of 
course impossible. A very little time, however, will give a practical solution 
to this really important problem.— London Publishers’ Circular.

A fly-leaf in the latest book published by Mr. Murray contains a prospec- 
tus of his long-announced new Biographia Britannica. The title, or even its 
sub-title of “ Lives of the Worthies of Great Britain,” hardly expresses the 
true character of the work, which is to be, not, like the Biographia of Keppis, 
a mere collection of select memoirs, but strictly a biographical dictionary, 
comprising all persons from the earliest times who have left behind them any 
record “in the political history, literature, science, or art of this country.” 
Of the utility of such a work, if executed as this promises to be, with eare and 
accuracy, no scholar or literary man will feel any doubt. It is, indeed, one 
of the greatest wants of our libraries of reference; the fact being that all ex- 
isting books of the kind are ill-digested, disproportionate, and so full of errors 
that nobody who is wise will put trust in theis facts without some attempt at 
verification. Chalmers, to whom Mr. Murray's prospectus, we think, hardly 
does justice, is, so far as it goes, a work of much original information, and 
valuable for its conscientious reference to authorities ; but it does not extend 
into the present age, and is, of course, in every respect far behind the re- 
quirements of these times. The work will be published in medium octavo 
volumes, and will be edited by Dr. William Smith. The memoirs will be 
contributed by various w riters specially qualified for the tasks allotted to 
them, which is indeed the only possible way of attaining correctness. A new 
Biographia Britannica, which should deserve the respect of the learned, 
would be really a national undertaking ; and few scholars who have devoted 
special study to the lives of any of our British worthies would, we think, feel 
it derogatory to contribute a memoir, however brief it might be required to 
be by the design or proportions of the work. Such undertakings are, as most 
persons know, costly, and their pecuniary success has been hitherto consid- 
ered doubtful ; but we are strongly of opinion that the time has arrived when 
a really sound work of reference of this kind would meet with a large amount 
of public support. 


Mr. Charles Reade’s action against the lessee of a theatre who had drama- 
tized and performed a version of his novel of Never Too Late to Mend, involves 
a point of curious interest; especially as the plaintiff appears, tongeneety at 
least, to have succeeded in maintaining his case, It will be remembered by 
our readers that Mr. Reade, some time since, brought an action for infringe- 
ment of his copyright in this novel by dramatizing it, and that the Court in 
that ease decided that no breach of copyright had been committed. Al- 
though our copyright laws forbid the performance of a play or a piece of 
music, which is, of course, only a repetition to the ear of the public, and al- 
though Blackstone speaks of copyright generally as extending to ** whatever 
method be taken of exhibiting a composition to the ear or the eye of another,” 
it was held that in the case of a printed work, other than a play or piece of 
music, the accident that the Copyright Act mentions only the printing “ or 
otherwise multiplying copies,” excluded Mr. Reade from any remedy. In 
commenting upon this manifest injustice, in our number for Mareh 1 last, we 
called Mr. Reade’s attention to the fact that authors had already in their 
hands a means of protection. We pointed out that instances frequently arise, 
as in the ease of Mr. Dickens’s Christmas Carol, in which the dramatized ver- 
sion is little other than the original work, with the descriptive portions omit- 
ted; and that in this ease, and indeed in any other, if the author had chosen, 
while the type was standing, to strike off a few copies of the dialogue por- 
tions only, with the title of a drama, neither his work, nor any palpable adapt- 
ation of it, eould have been performed without his consent. It happens 
curiously enough, that Mr. Reade had a means of immediately testing this 
doctrine, for his novel of Never Too Late to Mend had been anticipated by 
himself in a play entitled “Gold,” published some years before. Accordingly, 
in another action brought against the same person, Mr. Reade now relies upon 
this fact, charging the defendant with having infringed upon the copyright, 
not of the novel, but of the play; nor did the defendant's evidence that he 
never saw the play, but took his story from the novel, avail to shield him 
from a verdict, subject to some points of law. That playwrights ought not 
to have the power of dramatizing novels without the author's consent, or that 
if any profit is to be obtained from such dramatizing, it ought to fall to the 
author, and not to the piratical manager, is obviously just in prineiple, We 
can, therefore, only repeat our opinion, that if the verdict in Reade v. Con- 
quest be maintained, an active Copyright Defence Association might soon 
remedy the evil; for the legislature would doubtless be willing to extend the 
law to the case, if it could be shown that practically the privilege of plun- 
dering was already at an end.

author observes in his Preface: “The preservation of health in armies is | 


everywhere a subject of recognized importance. So much, in fact, depends 
upon it, that precautionary measures in this behalf can never be exaggerated. 
All that ean be done should be done to protect troops against preventable 
disease. It seems to have been formerly believed that the presence of a sur- 
geon in each regiment was all-sufficient for this purpose ; and that officers and 
men could go their way free from any responsibility or apprehension ou that 
score. But experience has proved that the preservation of health, in either 
one man, or many, is not purely objective with surgeons. Too much, in this 
particular, i is expected from them, and too little is done by officers to co-ope- 

rate with them. Armies, like patients, must act in concert with their medical 
advisers, and make the matter of health subjective as well as objective. Of- 


ficers and men need an insight into the general principles of hygiene, in order | 


to be able to assist, themselves, in furthering prophylactic measures. To 
supply them with the requisite amount of information, the accompanying 
popular manual has there fore been prepared. In this, nothing like a formal 
treatise or text-book has been attempted. Its brevity, its omission of all 
scientific discussion, and of many statistical tables, will sufficiently indicate 
that the mission it is designed to perform is one eminenily suggestive, and not 
in any sense authoritative. To ‘help, rather than to hinder,’ is the maxim 
which has guided me in its compilation; and desiring more especially to make 
this little ‘hornbook’ of use to military officers and soldiers, rather than to sur- 
geons who possess such great textual authorities as Hamilton, Gross, Hennen, 
Larrey, and Boudin—I have consequently avoided as much as possible the 
terminology of medical science, as well a8 the discussion of medical princi- 
ples. Trusting that these desultory thoughts, which have thus crystallized 


themselves into the form of ‘ Hints,’ may be productive of some measure of | 


good, not only in provoking greater watchfulness over preventable disease, 
but also by stimulating other minds to worthier efforts in the cause of Military 
Hygiene, i now commit them to the hands of my countrymen, asking only to 
be permitted to remind them, that ‘Good fortune ever ‘fights on the side of 
prudence,’”
